The Farmerd of. Central Alberta are 
Securing ,Big Returns From 
Mixed Farming 


Mr. J, L. Porte, Publicity Commis- 
sioner for Central Alberta .in the 
course of an interview given in the 
Globe during: the Toronto Exhibition, 
said: 

“While Central Alberta. ‘ean and 
does produce splendid crops of 
wheat, aggregating millions of bushe!s 
annually, the conditions are peculiar- 
ly favorable to mixed farming, and 
it is the advantages in this directicn 
that render the district more des:r- 
able than other portions of the west 
and that have led. our farmers into 
the saner ways of doing things. It 
is generally recognized by cur farmers 
that where conditions are so favorable 
for growing grain, hay, roots and 
vegetables, for the production cf fed- 
der crops, ahd for the cheap handling 
of cattle, all on the same farm, better 
results can be obtained from mixed 
farming, under which the quality of 
the land improves, than that of ex- 
elusive wheat-growing, under which 
the land must inevitably. deteriorate. 

“In the case of cattle, it is contend: 
ed by our farmers that beef can be 
raised at less expense in Central Al: 
berta than Be any other part of 
Canada. Mr. BE. B. Snider of Daysland, 
who settled gs from South Dakota, 
for. several years has had from fifty 
to one hundred head of cattle and 
made a profit on every animal. He 
) does not stable them at all, letting 
them eat in the winter around the cat 
stacks, and he finds that in this way 
he has very: little expense: in ‘fatten- 
ing. 

Dairying Making Men Rich 

“As regards dairying, it is no less 
profitable, and I can give you a num- 
ber of instances of:.- where farmers 
have mado a good thing out’ of it. 
Enquiry at the principal dairies in 
Edmonton - showed that the average 
price for butter during the year was 
twenty-seven and three-quaiter cents 
per pound. ‘For January. the average 
was thirty-one cents, and for Febru- 
ary thirty-three cents.

Mixed Farhi wade Lower the Out- 

lay on the Necesearies of Life 

The Canadian Farm in a recent ar- | 
lticle’ makes a strong plea for mixed 
farming in the thrée Western prov- | 
inces when it points out that the cost 
of living can be decreased by its: 
adoption, The article is in part as 
follows: vyees 

“No country in the world should be 


able to produce “better or cheaper |” 


meats than those grain-growing prov- 
inces. Poultry of all kinds do well 
and thrive on the waste cf many farms 
where they are kept while milk and 
butter and cheese should be yielded in 
sufficient quantities to ‘at least meet 
the local demands. Last year Man- 
itoba alone exported upwards of 4,000,- 
000 bushels of feed wheat besides a 
very large quantity of barley, while 
she imported more pork and mution | 
than she raised, and for mouths last | 
winter Winnipeg imported milk fro# 
Minnésota, It is not because of diffi- 
culty in raising these products nor cf 
the want. of a good market for them 
that so few ‘enter upsn mixed farm. | 
ing. Nor is there a fcar that the soil | 
would be injured by taking up these 
branches of agriculture, Iividence 
from every hand points to the ease 
with which abundant yields are se 
cured and meat-producing cnimals ce 
veloped. Last year the Canadian Con- 
servation Commission had turveys 
made of 40,000 acres of .Manitoba 
lands, and learned from the most de- 
pendable sources that yields are go- 
ing back year by year, while weeds 
are increasing at an alarming rate. 

‘Nor is the remedy hard to fird and 
to employ. It lies in extending the 
farming operations in the direct‘on of 
producing the several necessaries of 
life that are being imported in cnor- 
mous quantities and €0 largely respon- 
sible for the high cost of living in the 
West. ;
